Deposits ‘of Ore in Territory May 
Rival Famous Coeur d'Alene 
Mines in idaho. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
ALBUQUERQUE (N. Mu.) Nov. 4— 
{Exclusive Dispatch. ] Interest is man- 
tested here over the discovery of large 
deposits of zinc-lead ore in the Los 
Cerrillos mining district, sixty miles 
north of this city. One shaft 400 feet 
deep carries a vein of fifty-two feet, 
with two streaks of ore averaging 
seven feet wid@ running 12 per cent. 
lead and 8 per cent. zinc. A second 
shaft, 100 feet deep, has pierced a vein 
averaging six to twelve feet in width 

and carrying the same values.
